The provocation is felt at a 
thousand points, and is resented with 
an evergrowing bitterness. Trade is 
cramped by the restrictions under which 
it must be condneted.

Men are thus driven into opposition to a 
sjBtem which gives them offense and 
others nothing to compensate them for 
it It is not aconsf itution of which Bus- 
sia is iu ne<sl. She is not ready for this 
and could scarcely even ask for it, with 
anv sense of the meaning which the term 
would l>ear. Her chief want is employ- 
ment for her educated classes. Just as, 
under the empire, work had to l>e found 
for the Paris mob, as in Bussia work 
must be found for the hand of diap- 
pointetl students who are hatching con- 
spiracies and troubling the world around 
them very much l>ecause they can find 
no other business to occupy them. The 
proecssof mining and counter-mining, o* 
revolution and repression, which is go- 
ing on just now, stands for a needless 
wa»te of force on both sides. The ener-

much less cost. The first thing the 
Government has to do is to throw over- 
board the fear of being thought nfraid. 
It can set itself with good hope to devise 
a enre for evils which are by no means 
insuperable, but which are increased and 
intensified to a renlly dangerous extent 
by the mixed policy of repression and 
neglect which is reported to us as now in 
vogue.— London Times.

The Council of Ten. 

The famous Council of Ten has long 
been tho subject of the gravest histori- 
col discussion, and, as some writers sug- 
gest, ita true history is probably un- 
written. The view genernlly adopted is 
that here given. The Council of Ten 
was established about tiie middle of the 
fourteenth century, at a time when Ven- 
ice was greatly disturbed. After a while 
there were selected from the Ten three 
inquisitors, in whom all the ]>owers of 
the State were vested, and who formed a 
Court whose proceedings have l>een so 
often called in question by historians. 
Their rigid despotism, says one writer, 
had the effect of giving a stern nnity of 
purpose to the proceedings of Govern- 
ment and doubtless contributed in some 
degree to consolidate the various acces- 
sions of territory which had been made 
into one whole. The Council is said to 
have been, at first, at least, more terri- 
ble to the nobility than to the com- 
moners, doubtless from the fact that the 
conspiracies which were then frequent 
were creations of that class, and the 
best authorities generally hold the op : n- 
ion that the Ten preserved the ext?raal 
dignity and independence of the Bepub- 
lic hotter than their predeee ,-ors. A 
n itable fact is that the height -of the 
prosperity of Venice wbb reached about 
thnt time, aud when their despotism 
passed away, with it departed the great- 
ness of the city of the waters.

To make a strong past? thnt will not 
sour : Four ports by weight of g'ue are 
allowed to soften in 1"> parts of cold 
Water for s->me hours, and then nnxler- 
ately heated till the solution l>eeomes 
quite clear ; fio parts of lxiil ing water 
are now added with stirring. In another 
vessel 90 pomade of starch pas r e are 
stircd up with 20 parts of cold water, so 
that a thin, milky fluid without lumps is 
obtained. Into this the boiling glue 
so'.ution is poured, with constant stir- 
ring, and the whole is kept at the boil- 
ing temperature. After cooling, 10 
drops of carbolic acid are added to the 
paste. The paste must be preserved in 
closed bottles to prevent the evapora- 
tion of the water, and will in this way 
keep gocd for years.

A good many years ago an epidemic 
nf disease was supposed to be a " visita 
tion," or a ''judgment/' and pravei- 
-vere offered up that its progress might 
be stayed. Now-a-.lays, when individ 
uals or neighborhoods nre attacked with 
typhus fever, diphtheria, or any one of 
the long range c.f malarial disorders, 
tlieie is an immediate inquiry as to the 
condition of that house, or "that neizh- 
borhood, and Utedbeaee is traced to its 
source of rotten vegetation, putrid filth 
f -ui mr. bad drainage, or some other 
the uncleanly causes of zymotic dis- 
ease. 

For this advance we have to thank 
physiological and sanitary science, but 
it will not he!]> us mm h to know a thing 
units; we net upon our knowledge. It 
will not get rid of the causes of diiteui 
to know what those causes are, unless 
we go vigorously to work to counteract 
them. It has been ascertained now 
beyond a doubt that infectious dis^a.-e 
is pritna' il v OOOacdoned by living germs 
that these, germs have their origin in 
d'rt, ovetvrowdinp, bad air, putrid veg- 
etation, imperfect drainage and the like 
conditions. It mak* s no difference 
w hetberthese conditions are found in ten- 
ement bouse, cottage or palace- in th" 
streets of the city, or the green lanes 
of the country, the result is the same - 
it is sickness and death. 

It is not entirely a clarifying thing to 
lazy, irresponsible people to find that 
health, and th-- best o nditions tor liv- 
ing useful and reasonably happy lives, 
are within th< ir own power, an I that 
they nre n sponsible for their lulrilluieiP. 
It is so much . asiei t > keep on in the 
old way, to pile up refuse, to let tho 
driunage go, to build a house lik" a s-«p 
box. and transfer the oonsetpi.-necs te 
the should, im of Providence i>i th<? .\1 
mighty. Hut it i^ too late to do this 
now. Vrovidence hns been made respon- 
sible for the results of OUT shortcomings 
long enough, science has diseov. r t d 
that they are within our control, arid 
that it is our business first to di-cover 
what the laws are that govern health and 
disease, and then adapt ourselves and 
our circumstances to the obligations th- y 
impose. 

There is no occasion, ia the nature of 
things, for person bi be born diseased, 
or .lie prematurely. A pure and tem- 
pera »e life, in a rtealthv location, nud 
amid healthy surroundings, are fair 
guarantees for a green old age. — Demo- 
rett'K Monthly.

Cajon. At that time tho reporter took 
his measurement all by guess, and that, 
too. from memory after his return to 
tow n. Not a few thought our description 
of the big vine a stretch of the renort- 
orial prerojyative, yet we have been 
Maul ed by Mr. Flinn himself that wc 
failed to do the vine even justice; that 
its branches were longer nnd covered a 
much l arg er area than was represented. 
S.ic •• then this monster has continued to 
grow until its accumulated weight ol 
branches and fruit has brought total 
destruction to one of the two large oak 
trees which supported it and almost de- 
molished the domicile of its owner. 
Frcni Mr. Flinn's driver we learn that 
the vine ond its fru ts have completely 
crushed the tree, tearing it out by the 
roots. The size of the vine and the 
weight of grapes growing uj»on it may 
be estimated when we say that the oak 
tree thus prostrated, which is perfectly 
sound, is fully two and a holf feet in 
diameter and upwards of sixty feet in 
beigth, with corresponding spread of 
limbs and branches. Mr. Flinn esti- 
mates that on that portion of the vine 
which destroyed the tree there were 
fully five tons of grapes. — .Van Die<]o, 
(Oaf.) Union.
